On the east coast of South America 
on the home-coming trip Mr. Heo- 
ver’s party will board the battleship 
Utah and be brought to Havana, jour- 
neying from Cuba either to Key West 
or Miami, Fla., and probably remain- 
ing in that state until immediately be- 
fore the date of his inauguration on 
March 4,

The journey itself, it has been point- 
ed out, will, in addition to the value 
of the knowledge gained and the bene- 
fits of the association of the president- 
elect with the peoples of the South 
American republics, give him ample 
opportunity to give his thought to the 
problem ahead of him and lay his 
plans for the selection of a cabinet for 
his administration, Then, after his re- 
turn to this country, the appointments 
could be made after a series of confer- 
ences with political advisers. 

There has been little thought thus 
far given to cabinet selections and the 
days since his election have been large- 
ly given over to rest and the effort to 
clear away the massive heap of corre- 
spondence that swept in upon him

executive. 
In that respect, except for the last 


minute flurry of preparations for the 


journey, today varied but little from 
last Sunday when the president-elect 
participated in an Armistice day serv- 
ice at the\ university chapel. Many

Today's was the simple service of a 
college chaplain talking to the under- 
graduates of a university, explaining 
to them why they should not permit 
the questions that arise in their minds 
after a study of science interfere with 
their faith. Fundamentalism, he said, 
is a blight upon civilization, going 
ahead, he explained that man’s concep- 
tion of God continually was changing 
and had been through the various pe- 
riods of history. He concluded with

As the admiral’s barge draws to 
the Maryland's gangplank the first of 
a 21-gun salute will roar from the 
dreadnaught's guns. As the echoes die 
away it will be answered by other 
battle craft and the shore batteries. 

The Maryland will get under way to 
the sound of a great cannonade of 
honor, for it is hoped that the dread- 
naught will nose out of the harbor and 
turn south within a quarter of an hour 
after the party arrives aboard. 

The president-elect and his wife will 
be installed in the admiral’s suite, 
which consists of a living room, recep- 
tion room, bathroom and two -bed- 
rooms. A vanity aresser, the first 
ever installed on an American battle- 
ship, is included in the special equip- 
ment which is designed to make com- 
fort complete.

Chest idea, according to a description 
of Atlanta's organized social service 
work made last night by Miss Mary 

ickinson, executive of the Tubercu- 
losis association. 

“Through the operation of the 
chest,” said Miss Dickinson, “we have 
38 societies, each in its special field 
and with its special function, which 
_ are working to help each other. We 
have facilities, thought, and. energies 
multiplied 38-fold. 

‘There is not an agency in the chest 
organization, whether it be for protec- 
tion of little children, care and shelter 
of aged women, or character develop- 
ment among boys and girls, that does 
not help every other agency. That 
expresses the ‘value of expertly organ- 
ized charity.” :

Strolling amid the masses of tomb- 
stones on the old cemetery of Pere 


‘ Lachaise, where hundreds of historic 
{mames evoke souvenirs of the revolu- 


tion, the commune and other stirring 
events, we observed some workmen 
engaged in cleaning away weeds from 
a smallround stone. When they had 
brushed away some of the accumu- 
lated dirt there appeared the name of 
Edouard Drumont, who died in 1917.

The Obsenver reports a new move- 
ment in Turkey called Behaism, which 
is said to Lave originated in India 
and to be spreading rapidly westward. 
Behaism is néither a religion nor a 
secret society, though its tenets hold 


some similarity fo those of the Free 
Masons. It extols virtue and love 
as the highest of human qualities, and 
it requires neither ceremonies, priesés 
nor preachers. The principles of Be- 
haism are as follows: Humanity is a 
tree and human beings are the leaves 
and branches. Men and women (i. e. 
husbands and wives) are equal. 
Quarreling, anger, hatred, revenge 
and superstition sre prohibited. Be- 
haists must submit themselves to the 
laws of the countries to which they 
belong. Falsehood, cheating and di- 
vorce are deadly sins. Should a man 
and woman desire to part they must 
live under the same roof for nine 
months, and if at the end of that 
period no reconciliation has taken 
place they may resort to legal separa- 
tion. Polygamy and infidelity are 
forbidden. The Behaists regard all 
men as brothers and recognize no 
difference of religion, they are the 
enemies of all fanaticism. They re- 
gard Christ, Moses, Mohammed and 
Buddha as prophets of one Creator. 
They insist on a lower and middle 
school education for all.

CHANGES ADVOCATED IN: DE- 
PARTMENT OF STATE. 
BY STEPHEN PORTER. 
Congressman from Pennsylvania. 
(Stephen Geyer Porter was born near 
Salem, Ohio, May 18, 1869. He at- 
tended high school at Allegheny, Pa., 
studied medicine two years, and read 
law with his brother. He was admitted 
to the bar in 1893 and since then has 
practiced law in Pittsburgh, Pa. He 
was elected to the house of representa- 
tives in 1911 and has served continu- 

ously, his last term expiring in 1929. 

He is chairman of the house commit- 

tee on foreign affairs and is a repub- 

lican. His home is in Pittsburgh.) 

The growth of population, indus- 
try, and trade in the United States 
and the increase in the number of 
Americans interested in foreign trade, 
together with improved means of in- 
ternational transportation and com- 
munication have thrown large addi- 
tional duties and responsibilities on 
the secretary of state, his assistants 
and their subordinates, constituting 
the home service. The assistants to 
the secretary and the home service 
at Washington prepare and issue in- 
structions dealing with the foreign 
policy of the country, to be received 
and carried on by the foreign-service 
officers abroad. ) 

The compensation of these home- 
}service officers is grossly inadequate 
in comparison with compensation 
paid to officers of the foreign service 
who receive and carry out -ifstruc- 
tions from the department, as wit- 
ness the recent preparation and de- 
livery of the international peace doc- 
uments exchanged between the United 
States and France in the past year. 

It is not consistent with good ad- 
ministrative practice to pay smaller 
salaries to Officials of the daptrt- 
ment of state whe prepare and issue 
instructions than to officials in its 
foreign service who receive the in- 
structions. In view of the greatly 
increased duties at the seat of gov- 
ernment, there should be one addi- 
tional undersecretary of state and two 
additional assistant secretaries of 


te.

Tracking the northern waves across 
the Atlantic I have looked from my 
cabin window many a morning, the 
ship tossing fore and aft, and rocking 
from port to starboard, the surging 
billows rolling as if mountains high, 
the sky overcast, with indications of 
“weather” ahead, and I would say to 


‘myself, O, how forbidding and fore- 


boding.’’—

Another five score and ten human 
lives buried in the cemetery of the sea! 

Whatever may have caused the ¢dis- 
aster, with its sorrowing results, and 
its unspeakable suffering and agony 
and horror— 

However grossly and outrageously 
may have been violated in this tragedy 


| those sacred traditions that have made 


ocean travel fascinating by reason of 
the aigh achievements of vslor and 
fortitude that are the precious posses- 
sions of maritime history— 

One thing is assured—Captain 
Carey remained upon the bridge of his 
sinking ship until its final plunge, and 


| then buried himself in its bosom on 


the ocean’s pitiless bottom. 

He may have erred in judgment. He 
may have been unable to manage a 
panic-stricken stoker crew. He may 
have trusted too much to subordi- 
nates-— 

But his final act exemplified the 
finest tradition of his kind, and, what- 
ever may be said of him as to his fail- 
ure to save a precious cargo of human 
freight, when the grim waters engulf- 
el him. without a life belt on, with- 
out any effort to save himself, with 
the parting shout, “Good-bye, all,” 
he did not fail to be a Man.

This latest tragedy has brought to 
my mind afresh some of the great ca- 
tastrophes of the sea. 

Since the early days of the Chris- 
tian era, when the dauntless Nordic 
sailors traveled the seven seas, and 
as early as the seventh century—a leg- 
endary but practically a_ historical 
fact—made fast their little galleys to 
the rocks of our own New England 
coast, the toll of the sea has been 
heavy. and at times appalling. 

But along with the tragedies have 
been the romances! 

It is difficult to appreciate the 
hardships, the daring, the intrepid 
courage the early pioneers endured to 


broaden the earth’s borders.

From recorded history ,we know 
that as early as 1661 the commerce of

How well do we recall the story of 
James Lawrence, whose dying words: 
“Don’t Give Up the Ship!” inspired 
the young Captain Perry to wrest 
victory in the face of almost certain 
defeat on Lake Erie, Perry’s dispatch, 
“We have met the enemy and they 
are ours,” instantly heartened the dis- 


pirited land forces in the war of 1812) k 


in which the navy figured so credit- 
ably. 

Others never to be forgotten are 
Captain Isaac Hull, commander of the 
victorious “Constitution,”—or “Old 
Tronsides,” Stephen Decatur at the 
harbor .of Tripoli, Macdonough on 
Lake Champlain, Farragut at New 
Orleans, and Dewey at Manila, and 
Sampson and Schley at Santiago, all of 
whom protected our native shores and 
won respect for our flag abroad.

The bravery of the officers 
and the 2,200 men, with merciless 
waves tossing over the quarterdeck, 
and the ship at times in a 40-degree 
list, again with bow almost perpendic-

The greatest disaster at sea was 
that of the “Titanic” when it struck 
an iceberg off the Newfoundland banks 
on the night of April 14, 1912. 

The total loss reached 1,577, many 
of them among the most prominent 
citizens of thie and other nations, 

The tragedy was glorified by self 
sacrifices which made heroes of men 
who otherwise would have been known 
only as men of finance, of the profes- 
sions, or of diplomacy, or of society. 

Standing on the throbbing decks of 
this wounded “queen of the sea” gal- 
lant men helped women and children 
into the lifeboats with smiles and com- 
forting words when they knew their 
own chances of escape from the icy 
waters had been completely abandoned.

It was a Georgian, Major Archibald 
Butt, of Augusta—at the time aide to 
President Taft, returning from a diplo- 
matic mission abroad, who took com- 
mand of the “Titanic” rescue work.

It was the use 
of a )ittle with the coffee. 
The lady advised four rounded table- 
spoonfuls and one level tablespoonful 
of ground coffee and one teaspoonful 
of real chicory, for five cups of 
coffee. 

The chicory question is a nice point 
of culinary health science as well as 
a secret of culinary art, and on this 
ground I deem it my duty to discuss 
it here. 

Chicory is a wild plant, sometimes 
cultivated for salad. The cultivated 
chicory has a root like carrot or pars- 
nip and the root when roasted is used 
in coffee, or eve nas a substityte for 
coffee. 

If chicory was used as an adulter- 
ant of coffee in the past, the only sin 
about that was that the vendor did 
not tell the purchaser how much 
chicory he had put in the coffee. To- 
day probably no coffee on the mar- 
et is so adulterated. In any case, 
if one buys coffee in the bean he may 
be certain that it contains no chic- 
ory. Ground or powdered coffee is 
of course more readily adulterated. 
Still, I doubt whether any brand of 
coffee now marketed is so adulterated. 

As the lady who gave us the method 
said, the addition of the chicory im- 
proves the flavor of the coffee. She 
is probably right about that. From 
the health viewpoint the use of any 
proportion of chicory with the ,coffee 
is quite commendable. It is a ques- 
tion for every cook to decide for him- 
self—or for his patrons or victims to 


ing coffee an. 


decide. 

Mrs. H. W. R.’s method of mak- 
ing coffee is not precisely identical 
with my own, but it sounds impec- 
cable and I even suspect it may be a 
better way than mine. At any rate, 
I shall try it on the dog and we 
shall see. 

There is no obvious association of 
coffee and hair tonic, and yet what 
this correspondent says about chicory 
does remind me of the hair tonic situ- 
ation, or more specifically the hair 
dye situation. 

Chicory in coffee has a bad repu- 
tation because in the past perhaps 
somebody did market coffee adulter- 
ated with chicory. No sin about 
that, as I say, only the vendor made 
the mistake of concealing the fact 
that he put the chicory in the coffee, 
and the public, after all, resents de- 
ception, even though it involves no 
risk to life or health. ; 

The hair tonic business has achieved 
a bad reputation in much the same 
way. Scores of these cosmetic nos- 
trums have been launched and mar- 
keted with the false assurance that 
they are not dyes, notwithstanding 
the fact that they are dyes and many 
of them very satisfactory dyes, or at 
least as satisfactory as such an ari- 
fice can be. It is hard to understand 
why the vendors of hair restorers and 
the like deliberately attempt to. mis- 
represent the character of their goods 
in this fashion or why they assume 
that the average customer is simple 
minded enough to imagine anything 
can or will bring back or restore the 
original natural color of his hair.

Washington, November 18.—(Spe- 
cial.) —~The assembling of the existing 
congress for its short and final ses- 

sion is looked to 
with political inter- 
est. It is expected 
to afford definite 
indications of the 
reactions of repub- 
lican and democrat- 
ie party leaders to 
the varied results 
of the recent gener- 
al election. 

There are strong 
hopes expressed by 
prominent men in

ing and individual sidestepping from 
things that oun 4 be promptly done 
for the general welfare. 

It yo ially hoped that Gov- 
ernor Smith’s latest speech will lead 
the democrats in both houses to 
cordially cooperate in forwarding all 
non-partisan measures for the publie

How Will the Lame Ducks Act? 

In both houses there will be an 
unusual number of lame ducks— 
members who failed to secure reelec- 
tion and will become functus officio 
after March 3 next. 

In the senate there are such demo- 
cratic figures as Gerry, Edwards, 
Bayard, Bruce, Neely and Jim Reed 
(the latter voluntairily), who will be 
on the schedule tg sing their swan 
songs and yield their togas to repub- 
lican successors. a 

In the house there will be a couple 
of scores of lame ducks of both breeds 
who will see the gate opened outward 
for them when the speaker’s gavel 
bangs out sine die; but scarcely any 
of the go-outers are men who have 
been of much force or note in house 
legislation. Their places will be filled 
mostly by new and unexperienced ac- 
cidents” of electoral lightnings. 

Veteran observers will be curious 
to watch how the lame ducks act, 
whether to make new favor with their 
constituents, or to act balky and try 
to ball up their party programs ; 


Unaccountable Casualties. 


What is puzzling the old political 
actuaries here is how to account for 
many of these congressional casual- 
ties? 

In the case of Senator Gerry there 
is curiosity as to why, after serving 
two terms, 12 years successively, from 
Rhode Island, and while unselfishly 
devoting himself to — the elec- 
tion of the national ticket, he should 
have failed of reelection when the 
state ‘was giving its electoral vote to 
the democratic candidates. Although 
a seasoned and effective senator he is 


to be succeeded: by an ordinary dis- 
trict judge, whose chief political asset 
is his French-Canadian birth and its 
racial appeal to that alien-derived ele- 
ment of the state’s electorate. It is 
a regrettable outcome of one phase of 
our cosmopolitanism. 

The failures of Senators Edwards, 
of New Jersey. and Bayard, of, Dela- 
ware are not so unaccountable when 
the political form sheets of their state 
are studied. They fell before the pow- 
er of the prosperity appeal to their 
industrial constituencies. 

Bruce and Booze Were Too Much. 

In the Old Line state of Maryland, 
proudly called “The Free State” by its 
people, the combination of Bruce and 

proved too much of a dose 
to be swallowed. The drys in Mary- 
land, outside of Baltimore, are strong 
elements of both parties. The women 
drys of the state, within the city and 
out in the counties, are active and 
on the subject of booze are defiantly 
non-partisan. 

Senator Bruce is one of the most 
learned and intellectually capablesmen 
who have graced the senate. But he 
elected to become therein the special 
champion of the anti-prohibition re- 
volt. He filled the air and the records 
of the senate with his brilliant and — 
bitter assaults upon prohibition and 
all its protagonists whether in leagues, 
churches, igen ara or in private. 
Consequently the drys of Maryland, 
cheered by those of the nation, went 
out on November 6 to lift the sena- 
torial scalp of “the Bruce”—and they 
did it as skilfully as the warriors of 
Tecumseh himself could have done! 


A Tangled Skein of Results. 

That old-fashioned politics is “all 
shot to pieces” is the contention of 
the political wiseacres as they survey 
the recent battlefields. 

Wisconsin, for instance, unexpeet- 
edly voted for Hoover and played 
whoopee by reelecting Young Bob La 
Follette to the senate by a tremendous 
majority. 

Wyoming stood up to be counted 
for Hoover and in the same poll re- 
elected democratic Senator Kendrick 
by a handsome majority. The same 
general poll elected a republican con- 
gressman, since Wyoming has only one 
member of the house. 

Utah went for Hoover, but Sena- 
tor Billy King, as this column fore- 
east weeks before the election, was 
sent back to the democratic side of 
the senate for another six_years. 

Nevada. Arizona and Washington 
all acted in the same anomalous way 
—giving Hoover their presidential 
electors and returning their demo- 
cratic senators. 

All that puzzles the conventional 
politicians gnd leads them to believe 
that hereafter political lines will be 
percarious and that no man will 


able to predict the final count of any 


campaign.

Sometimes the posts 
of the Royal Canadian Mounted Po- 
Jice, the Hudson’s ‘Bay company, the 
Revillon Frerc:, the Oblate fathers 
and the parties of explorers, fur trad- 
ers and naturalists find themselves 
shut in as long as 10 months becau 
of snow and ice.
